Zon from che Original, * is properly, 

in the primary and gensral Senfe, that 

Habit of Mind, by which a Perfon is dif- 


pos’d to imitate the Virtues of his An- A 


celtors in his Behaviour to others: Or, 
that Temper of Soul,.which caufes him 
to order his Adtions after a2 Noble and 
Gehtleman-like manner, with refpect to 
his high Birth and Family. It is a fort 
ot Family,Excellence and hereditary Qua- 


lity, by which he is excited, cither thro’ p 


‘’a laudable Emulation, or an inherent No- 
bility of Blood and Preheminence of Na- 
ture, to take all Opportunities of doing 
that which. is Fit aad Right, Good and 
Reputable, and of promoting the Happi- 
nels of others. And this too, not from 
any felfifh Motives of Intereft ; nor from 


any Fear, Shame, or Compulfion; bur C 


from..a free, bold, inmate Principle of 
Goodnefs, and from the Reafonablenefs 
of Things. 

The Name. of this Virtue is not, I be- 
lieve, to be found in all our Holy Bible, 
any more than the Words, Picty, Ambi- 
tion, Nobility, and feveral others now in 
common Ule; tho’ there are recorded 
forhe noble Examples of the Thing. 
Neither do I remember that I have feen 
mutch of it in any Moral Treatife, being 
perhaps but fuperficially handled, under 
the Notion of afecondary and derivative 
Virtue. However it may be learnt and 
underftood, if not from written Rules, 

et by making Obfervations upon human 

Jature and Actions. So alfo, in the beft 
Claflick + Authors the Abftra& is never 
found, tur the Concrete conftantly de- 
notes fome Excellence, either naturally 
derived from a noble Stock and Lineage, 
or elfe acquir’d in remembrance and imi- 
tation of it. Thus, if apply’d to Men 
and Women, a generous Perfon, a gene- 
rous Rival, agenerous Queen, is one de- 
fcended of good Blood, endued with a 
great. Soul, and good Manners, in contra- 
diftinétion to others of mean Parentage, 
Parts, and Education. If apply’d to 
Brute Animals, a. generous Horie, Bird, 
or Fith, is one of the beft Breed. If to 
the Fruits of the Earth, generous Wine, 
and gencrous Grafs, fignity the beft Sort. 

But however Time and Ufe have now 
brought it | to fignify indifferently a Dif 
pofition in any one to do that which is 
szood, fit, right, and juft, freely and li- 
berally, from an intrinfick GreatnefS and 
Goodnefs of Soul, and a true Senfe of Hu-

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manity, without regard to Self-interefts 
tho’ he cannot boaft of high Birth, and 
ancient Pedegree. Mora: Philofophers 
call any one generous, who does good 
unconditionally, tho’ born of mean Pae 
rentage ; and him ungenerous and dege- 
nierate, who by his Inhumanity and the 
like Vices obfcures the Luitre of his Pro- 
genitors, tho’ defcended of the beft Fa- 
milies. As that Horfe is counted of lefs 
Value, which retains little or none of the 
Spirit, Strength, or Swiftnefs of the Sire. 
“ Who, fays the Poet, § will call that Man 
generous, who has made himfelf unwor- 
thy of his Family, and is famous only for 
a great Title? They are to be derided, 
fays Al‘an |}, who tofs up their Heads by 
reafon of the Deeds of their Parents and 
Anceftors. For we know not who was 
Father of Marius, and yet, in fpite of his 
obfcure Birth, we admire and extoll him 
for the Greatnefs of his Actions. So we 
do Cato, Servilius, Hoftilius, ard Romulus. 
Seneca |. firft puts the Queéftion, Who is a 
generous Man? And then anfwers it thus, 
Why, he who is well form’d by Nature 
for Virtue. It is the Mind, that makes 
a Nobleman and a Gentleman, raifing a 


D Man above his low Birth and Fortune. 


Virtue is the only valuable Nobility and 
Gentility, and there can be no true No- 
bility and Gentility without Virtue. Ge- 
nerofity then is properly the Virtue of 
Gentlemen, Philofophers, Scholars, Chri- 
ftians, Perfons well born, well endow’d, 


E and well bred; tho’ it is confefs’d, that 


many remarkable Inftances of it are found 
in the lower Road of Life. 

This is a pleafant, a comely, a plaufi- 
ble Virtue; of a beneficent, fublime, and 
princely Nature ; walking not in the 
Steps of the Vulgar, but in a Sphere 
much above them; difpofing the Heart 
to do all that is poffible tor the Benefit 
both of private Perfons and publick Soci- 
eties; and this too (as I have hinted) not 
chiefly with finifter Views, and Hopes of 
feparate Advantage ; but in fome Cafes 
with apparent Hazard, Pain, and Detri- 
ment to ourfelves, There is one fix’d and 


G leading Principle of all the Thoughts and 


AGions of a generous Man, from Which 
he never departs, and that is, Todo as 
he would be done by : Or, in other words, 
To do every thing according to Honour 
and Confcience. 

Be the Condition of a generous Man 
what you will, High or Low, Rich or 
Poor, he is one naturally made for the 
Good of others, and 2 common Bleffing 
to the Age wherein he lives: Acting, not

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by Pa‘fion, but Reafon; not by Intereft, 
but Honour; avoiding difhoneft things, 
not fo much becaufe they are unlawful, 
as becaufe they are fhameful *. One of 
his Rules of Ethicks is, To do, not meer- 
ly what is lawful, but what is decent f. 
The Nobility of his Thoughts keeps him 
above his Equals, and equal to his Supe+ 
riors. Jt is his Bufinefs and Delight to 
make others happy, and therefore him- 
felt is the happieft of all Men; his Fae 
vours beftow’d on the Diftrefs’d and Indi- 
= return with Bleffings on his own 


ead. For the divine Oracle affirms, It p 


is more blefled to give, than to receive. 
This agrees with the Cuftom and Maxim 
of Ptolemy, the Sonof Lagus +, who took 
great Pleafiire in making his Friends 
rich, faying, It is better to make rich, 
than to grow rich. And the like thing 
is recorded of Hieron of Syracufe, that he 
was fo generoufly inclined to Benefits, as 
to be more ready to give, than his Peti- 
tioners were to receive. The large un- 
bounded Spirit of a generous Perfon de- 
fies the Cenfures, and refufes to follow 
the Precepts and Examples, of narrow 
Souls, and contraéted Underftandings, of 


nemy, but greater to give one’s owg 
Lite for a Friend. 

And now then what a contemptible 
Figure is a narrow Soul, and a felf-ended 
Perfon, who, having no Bowels for his 
fellow Creatures, is fo void of common 
Senfe, as to think himfelf born only, for 
himfelf, to regard only his own {ingle 
Pleafure and [ntereft! How litrle does 
{uch a one deferve the Protection and 
Comfort of Civil Community, who -will 
do nothing to fupport it! Truely, if we 
contemplate Man, we fhall find him a 
nobler Animal, than te have been delign’d 
purely to ferve himfelf. The Frame of 
our Nature, and Manner of its Subtis 
ftence, plainly {peak, that we were not 
born only for ourfelves; and that it is 
contrary to the true Reafon and Intereft 
of it, intemperately or foleiy to regard 
private Advantage. 

This Virtue might ftill be farther ex- 
— and recommended in the general, 

y comparing it with the oppofite Tem- 
per, as a Picture receives its Beauty from 
a Contraft of Light andShade. A genes 
rousPerfon will fuffer fome Inconvenience 
himfclf, in order.to help the Miferable:

In fhort, A generous Perfon gives with. 
out Asking, rewards beyond Defert, does 
“ae freel ,» requires no Gratuity, {peaks 

is Mind openly, pities the Miferable, re- 
lieves to Effect, hates to be Covetous, 
{corns to be Revengeful. His Love is 
without Diffimulation, he abhors that 
which is evil, cleaves to that which is 
good, is kindly affectioned to every Man, 
and bleflés thofe that perfecute him, do- 
ing Good for Evil, and overcoming Evil 
with Good. If wealthy and powerful, 
his Life and Subftance are {pent in exten- 
five Charities, and univerfal Goodneis : For 


he frequently diftributesto the Neceffities F 


of the Saints, and is much given to Hof- 
pitality. 

Were things to be weigh’d in the Ba- 
lance of Truth, I believe it would be 
found, that there is no great Man with- 
out the Virtue of Generofity, nor little 


one with it. If Cefar’s protufe Munifi- G 


cence and applauded Mercy made him 
greater than all his Conqucfts: So did 
that Servant §, who, inthe Civil Wars of 
Rome, voluntarily perfonated his beloved 
Mafter, and readily dy’d for him, fhew 
that he had a Heart as brave as Czfar’s. 
For, ’tis great to {pare the Life of an E- 
* Oportet quidem quae funt inhonefla, non qua, 
illicita, fed quafi pudenda vitare. P\n. + Non 
guod licet, fed quod decet. Tt AF lian, 2. 13. 
and B. 9. Flaminius eas condemn d by An- 
thony, Phaedria bis Slave died in bis Sted. 


ple’ miferable, than be but in the leaft 
matter a Sufferer himfclf. One is more 
afraid of his own Honour and Confcience 
than of any other Controller: But the 
other has no Honour nor Confcience, if 
he has nothing elfe to fear. A generous 
Mind can turn a Plebeian into a Gentles 
man: But an ungenerous makes Scarlet 
as contemptible as Rufler. For what 
intrinfick Goodnefs has any one, but the 
Will to do good ? and what publick Eftis 
mation, but what arifes from vifible Vir 
tues? A generous Perfon can entertain 
his Mind with the pleafing Remembrance 
of paft Aétions, living and dying with 
the Love and Applaufe of Mankind ; But 
an ungenerous dares not admit any Ree 
flection of that nature, living and dying 
defpis’d, hated, and curfed. Want of 
Generofity hath been the Occafion of 
many Misfortunes, and much Mifchief in 
the World : But Goodnefs of Nature, and 
a Habit of Goodnefs, of all Virtues (fays 
the Lord Bacon) is the greateft, being not 
only the Embellifhment of Man, and the 
Blefiing of Society, but alfo the very 
Character of the Supreme Deity. 

As it may be a good Office to defcribe 
and recommend what is confefledly ami- 
able in itfelf, and benctficial to others: So 
it may be feafonable to do it in an Age, 
wherein it appears to be much upon thé 
Declenfion. For tho’ uur Nation jultly 
boafts of fome extraordinary Inftarces of 

it, 
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it, in our united publick Benefactions and 
Charities: Yet truly the ordinary Exer- 
cifes of it in common Life, and in daily 
Commerce between Man and Man, are 
now become rare, not to fay, with fome 
Perfuns, ridiculous. Taxes and Impofiti- 
ons, together with Corruption and Bri- 
bery, Luxury and Profulion, Vanity, 
Gaming, and Excefs of all forts (the ufual 
Parents of Want, Avarice, and Hard- 
heartednefs) feem now to have got the 
better of it, and to have rendered the 
Mind of Man fordid andcrucl.

Place, and were called Cherubim by Adam, 
becaufe of the Multitude (a) of their Vi- 
fages; being thus defcribed by Exck/el and 
Tfaiah ——— They had tour Faces, viz. 
Of a Lyon, of a Man, of an Ox, and of 
an Eagle (b); Ezek. i. 6. 10. They had 
the Body of a Man, Ezek. i. 5. They 
had fix Wings, viz. Two with which 
they covered their Faces, two with which 
they covered the Waters of their Feet, 
Tai. vi! 2. or (as Ezekiel fays) their Bo- 
dies, and two {pread forth in a flying Po- 
fture; Ezek. i. 11. They had the Hands E 
ef a Man under their Wings; Ezek. i. 8. 
They had ftraight Feet, and the Soles of 
their Feet were like the Sole of a Calf’s 
Foot, Ezek. i. 7. Their Appearance was 
fparkling, like burnifhed Brafs, or like

Habitation, thereby to ftir them 
up to fecnre their Intereft in the Cove- 
nant of Grace; it is very plain, that wifi- 
ble Forms were much more proper than 
invifible Spirits for this Purpofe; and 
one might as well believe, that the fla- 
ming Sword was foiritual and invifidle, as 
that the Cherubim were fo. 

But to proceed; As there was the fame 
Way of Entrance, and the fame Cheru- B 
bim, {o there was——3dly, the fame mo 
holy Place towards the Welt, both in 
Eden, the Tabernacle, and the Temple; and 
confequently thofe Latter were made in 
Imitation ot the Fir/?, and as they were 
buile for Places of Divine Worfhip, the 
ether muft have been fo before them. 


Sacrifice was accepted; and if not, that if 
was refufed. So that there was then no 
Room for Men to play the Hypocrite be-

That there was the fame Manner of Wor- 
fhip performed in A. As Adam, after 
the Fail, was obliged to worfhip without 
the mott holy Place, before the Cherubim, 
and confequently towards the Weft ; fo did 
the Jfraclites in the great Court of the Ta- 
bernacle and Temple; by which the Church 
was then taught, that there was no Way 
to regain eternal Happinefs, bur by a 
Return to that Gop, from whom the firft 
Man revolted. Upon the whole, there- 
fore, we may obferve, that this Way of 
Worthip (viz. without, towards the Wf, ) 
was in ufe in the Church, from the Fait ot 
Man till tle Death of Chriff (f), when 
Paradife was regained, Death overcome, 
Satan atentthed the Kingdom of Gop E 
begun, and Life and Immortality broughe 
to Light by the Go/pel.

Covenant ; but the other in the Zabernacie 
were placed upon a Mercy Seat, to encou- 
rage Mankind to lay hold upon the fecond. 

Give me leave to add, ’tis probabie that 
when the Burnt-Oferings ot the Antedi- 
luvians were brought before the Cheru- 
bim; if they were confumed by the arz- 
ing Sword, it was a certain Sign that the

the Perfian Gulph, as has been defcribed 
(i). So that Eden was not properly in Chal- 
dz@a, but the next bordering Country to 
the South of Chaldea: In the Time of 
Abraham it was called Elaffér, and had 
a King of its own, as well as Shinar (k) 
Gen. xiv. 1. In the Days of Sennacherib 
it was called, by the Affjrians, Telaffar, 
as appears by the blasphemous Meffage ot 
that Monarch to King Hezekiah, 2 Kings

No Man that warreth, en- 
tanzleth himfelf with the Affairs of this Life; He 
tells him not that, becaufe it might be his Duty 
to dedicate himfelf entirely to the Service of the 
Miniftry, that therefore he may juftly expeét a 
fine rich Bithoprick ; but on the contrary re- 
minds him (Zim, vi. 6--8, Ge.) That Godlinefe 
with Contentment is great Gain, and if be had 
but Food and Raiment to be therewith content r 
As much as to fay, in all likelihood, thofe to 
whom thou adminiftreft {piritual Things will ad- 
minifter fufficient temporal Things again, fo far 
as Food and Raiment, with which } advife hee 
to be content, and great fhall be thy Reward‘in 
the Kingdom of Heaven.

The Vulgar way of efteeming one Life a Leafe of 7 Years, two, a 
Term of 14, and three 21; is doubtlefs moft anjuft: Nor in my Opinion, is the Me- 
thod of reckoning one Life 10 Years, two, 19, three, 27, Oc. every time bating 
onc; tho’ more reafonable than the other, much to be prefer’d. The following 
Scheme for computing the Continuance of Life, I fubmit to the Querift, or any other

Madamfhip out for, and wait upon 
her Vifits: Or, perhaps fhe may have an 
Intrigue of that Nature, that peeping lit- 
tle Rogues may-fpoil Sport. And in ge- 
neral, ’tis very hard, that a Lady of For- 
tune fhould execute the mean Office of a 
School-miftrefs. What teach Children?

To a found Man Sauces are needlefs ;_ to 
one who is difeafed, they nourifh not 
him, but his Diftemper, and the Intem- 
perance of his Tafte, betrays him into 
the Hands of Death, which could not, 
perhaps, have mafter’d his Conftitution. 
The famous Lewis Cornaro brought hime 
felf into a very wretched Condition, 
while a young Man, by indulging his 
Tate ; yet when he had once takena 
Refohition of reftraining it, Natute did 
that which Phyfick could not do ;_ it re- 
fiored him to perfect Health of Body 
and Screnity of Mind, both of which he 
enjoyed to an extreme old Age. 

But, it may be, fome of our fine Gen- 
tlemen will object, that a grand Table is 
the greateft Ornament of a great For- 
tune ; which in fome Senfe may be true. 
Iam no Advocate for Penury, or a nar- 
row Way of Living ; Hofpitality is an 
ancient Virtue, and was never practifed 
any where ‘more remarkably, than in 


nice Eating; twenty Legs of Mutton 
would have made a Marriage Feaft for 
our Anceftors ; we now mangle them to 
furnifh out a Difh, and that but a {mall 
one; Ought this to be called Luxury or 
Madnefs? A Man’s Table ought to be 
proportionable to his Eftate ; but it is the 
tingular jgood Qualities of modern fine 
Eating, to fit no Eftate, and to agree 
with no Stomach. Thefe flrange exotick 
Modes of difguifing Britifh Meat have 
introduced fuch a Multitude not only of 
Technical but foreign Terms, that I 
would recommend it to fome Connoifleur 
in Eating, who would at once difplay his 


many good Dinners, to compofe a Lexicon 
Culinarium, or A Diétionary of Kitchen 
Terms, for the Ufe of Cooks who were ne 
ver out of England. I dare fay, fuch a 
one would meet with a great many Sub-

An Impartial and clear Beeifton of the Contro- 
werfy, between the Followers of Sir 1. Newron, 
and Mr Facio, concerning the Sun’s Parallax. 


Publifh now a moft eafy and decifive Me- 
I thod of obferving the Sun’s Parallax ; that 
may overcome, at once, thofe almoft univerfal 
Prejudices, which would not yield, hitherto, 
even to the cleareft Demontftrations. 

2. I was not quite eighteen Years old, when 
I did write down this Method, ina long Letter 
direéted from Geneva to the illuftrious Monfieur 
Caffini: It contained fome Mathematical and 
Aftronomjcal Difcoveries,as I conceived ; and 
among them the Method of finding the Paral- 
lax of the Sun, by the Diftance between the 
Time, or the Place, wherein the Light of the 
Moon feems terminated by a right Line ; and 
the Time or the Place of the Moon’s coming to 
her Quadrature. 

3. I demonftrated, in the fame Letter to 
Monficur Cajfini, the Theorem which I had 
then difcovered, and which has enabled me to 
find the Sun’s Parallax; namely, That two 
Points S and T being given ; and the Line SL

being to L T ina given Proportion; the Locus G 


of the Po'nt L is a given Spherical Surface. So 
early did Providence give a Sign, or Token, of 
her manifefting one Day, as fhe does now to 
Mankind, that Great and abftrufe Secret, fo 
long and fo earneftly fought for ; but which 
hitherto has been an Occafion of great, not to 
fay prodigious, Errors! And in that Letter I de- 
monftrated alfo, from the ftraight Fafcia, which 
Mr Hugens had fo often obferved in the middle 
of the Globe of Saturn, that the Axis of that 
Planet, about which it may be fuppofed to re- 
volve, muft be fenfibly parallel to the Plane of

g. I fay then, at prefent, that the Sun’s Pa- 
rallax may be eafily found, by means of the Arc 
in the heavenly Sphere, intercepted between the 
two apparent Places of the Center of the Moon, 
when her Light feems terminated by a right 
Line, and when fhe comesto her apparent Qua- 
drature. 

6. Or elfe, in other equivalent Terms, I fay, 
That the Sun’s Parallax may be eafily found, by 
means of the Time intercepted between the Tao 
Moments when the Light of the Moon feems 
terminated by a right Line, and when fhe comes 
to her apparent Aftronomical Quadrature. 

7. When § Seétion or Limit > divides § dark 
Part of the Moon from her inlightened Part ap- 
pearsas a right Line ; then, the Line drawn from 
S the Center of the Sun, to L the Center of the 
Moon, is perpendicular to the Plane of that See- 
tion. And the Obfervator’s: Place being called 
O, the Meafure of the Parallatic Angle LS.O 
depends on the Diftance betwixt the Centers of 
the Sun and of the Moon; or (which comes to 
the fame) on the Diftance betwixt the Center of 
the Sun and the Obfervator. 

8. If the Sun’s Parallax be only of 107 30% 
or of 9”, as Sir Ifaac Newton did fometimes 
fuppofe: And if we reckon the apparent Semi- 
diameter of the Sun to be of 16/107: Then, 
the Semidiameter of the Moon apparent to the 
Sun would refult to Sir I/aac Newton of 2”,24. 
And this being fubftraéted from 16’ 10”; t 
would remain 16/7",26 for the Breadth of the 
Zone of the Moon inlightened direétly by the 
Limb of the Sun, ‘over and above the Moon’s 
Hemifphere. 

g. And to this Breadth adding 1’ 6”, for the 
additional Zone inlightened upon account of the-. 
Refraction of ‘Light in the Atmofphere of the 
Moon ; we fhall have 90° 17/13/,26 for the 
whole Zone inlightened by the Sun, and mea- 
fured in any great Circle of the Moon, fituate 
in a Plane pafling thro’ her Center and the Cen- 
ter of the Sun. 

to. At the Time of the Moon’s Quadrature, 
any Aftronomers provided with proper Inftru- 
ments, may obferve moft nicely the apparent 
Diameter of the Moon ; and the Breadth of her 
enlightened Part, when it feems terminated. by 
a right Line. And by that means they may 
fatisfie themfelves alfo, about the Quantity of 
theRefra¢tion of Light in § Moon'sAtmolphete. 

11. And at the fame Time, they may make 
alfo the neceflary Obfervations for determining 
accurately the Moment when the Diftance, be- 
twixt the Centers of the Sun and of the Moon, 
appears to be of Ninety Degrees. 

12. And likewife, with good Telefcopes, ha- 
ving a Bit of raw Silk or {mall Silver-wire 
ftretched in the Focus, and paffing thro’ the 
Axis of the Telefcope, they may determine, as 
nicely as poffible, the Moment when the in- 
lightened Part of the Moon feems terminated 
by aright Line. For if the raw Silk @c. did

14. Now, according to Sir Ijzae Newton, the 
Time between thofe two Moments will be but 
fall ; and will not amount to half an Hour.

Extratt of a Letter from the Iffe of Cows 
on the Coaf? of St Domingo in the 
Welt-Indies, Oct. 5, 1737. 

Sept. 9, between 4 and 5 o’Clock in 
the Evening. we had one of the moft 
dreadful Hurricanes that ever was remem- 
bered in thefe Parts: The Town of St 
Louis was entirely levelled with the 
Ground, except the Church and two 
Houfes, thofe of the Fort St Louis were 
blown down ; the Ships at Anchor under 
that Fort were thrown upon the Coaft, 
or foundered on their Anchors, and feve- 
ral Perfons were drown’d ; all the Sugar 
Canes and Cotton-T'rees are deftroyed.— 
The Mafter of a Ship from St Euftafia 
reports, that when he left that Coaft, “he 
faw above 20 Boats perifh, that the Town 
is almoft all blown down, and the 
Country ruined. The Thunder and 
Lightning fell in fevera] Places, and burnt 
divers Ships and Magazines.
